1962 WHEAT PROGRAM 
NOW IN EFFECT 
The 1962 wheat stabilisation pro­ 
gram is now in effect as a result 
of more than 2-3 of the eligible 
wheat producers casting a favor­ 
able vote in the August 24 referen­ 
dum. 
Exactly what does this m ean to 
■ Scott County producer? First of 
all. when local wheat farm ers re ­ 
ceived their notices of wheat acre­ 
age allotments before the referen­ 
dum there was a 10 percent re­ 
duction already figured in. W heal 
producers will have to put the div­ 
erted acreage to conservation uses 
to be eligible for price support and 
wheat payments. 
For the 10 percent acreage cut. 
a producer will be paid at the local 
price support rate for 43 percent 
of his norm al yield. In Scott Coun-1 
ty, the price support rate is not 
announced as yet. Cooperating far­ 
m ers will be eligible for this sam e 
price support per bushel on wheat 
they sell next year. 
Under the new 1962 stabilization 
program ,

wheat allotment. For this extra, 
voluntary diversion, uroducers will 
get a paym ent based on 60 per­ 
cent of the adjusted yield per acre.

uses. T hey’ll receive the balance 
of the paym ent after the ASCS of­ 
fice has checked on compliance on 
the 1%2 w heat crop.

BARLEY INCLUDED IN 1962 
FEED GRAIN PROGRAM 
Winter barley has been included 
in the 1962 feed grain program. 
B arley grow ers m ust m ake a de­ 
cision soon if they are going to 
take part in the program . Produc­ 
ers must take p art of their barley 
acreage out of production and use 
such land for conservation if they 
are to be eligible fcr price suu- 
port on bailey produced in 1962. 
P roducers will be paid for their di­ 
verted acreages. 
Here's how the program works, 
f i r s t of ail a “barlev base"’ is 


established for each farm , figured 
on the average acreage of barley 
grown on the farm in 1939 and 1960. 
To take part in ghe barie.v feed 
grain program , the grower m ust 
rem ove at least 20 per cent cf this 
base acreage from production and 
devote the acreage diverted from 
barley to conservation uses. 
P ay m en t is based on 50 percent 
of the norm al yield for the farm . 
Additional barley acreage m a\ also 
be taken out of production at a 
higher rate cf payment. 
The local ASCS office will m ail

ment rates. P roducers signing up

F a n n e rs signing up for the pro­ 
gram m ust also m aintain an a c re ­ 
age of conservation use. including 
su m m er fallow and idle cropland, 
at least equal to the average cf 
such use on their farm s in 1959 
and 1960. This m u st be in addi­ 
tion to the conservation acreag e 
from the diverted barley acres and 
from any other program in opera- 
tain oilseed drops on such land if

SITTING TO DO WORK 


Do you sit to work at your house- 
hold tasks? F or m any y ears you ' 
have been told that to save en erg y 
it was better to sit while you w ork­ 
ed. 
R esearch 
laboratories

just reported that w om en actually 
use 4 per cent m ore energy when 
sitting rath er than standing to do . 
such chores as dish w ashing or 
ironing. 
These studies a re a p a rt of the 
continuing research that goes into 
finding wa> s energy is used. Such 
reports are the basic inform ation 
that is needed to im prove housing 
and household equipm ent, also to 
develop ways to do house 
work 
with less effort. 
The above study however, w as 
only reported on sh o rt interval jobs 
and the research ers have not m ad e

hard, 
fast sta tm e n t for long­ 
tim e work periods. 
One study showed that to roll out 
dough takes 9 percent m ore e n ­ 
ergy when you a re sitting on a 
kitchen stool than it does when 
you're standing. 
G etting on

off a kitchen stool adds to the 
effort of work done while sitting.

This week I'd like to talk about 
a tomato problem that has been 
quite prevalent over the state. This 
problem 
is 
relatively 
new 
and 
could become quite serious. The 
problem has

observed

greenhouses, and by com m ercial 
growers and home gardeners. 


The problem involves the to m a ­ 
to fruit. The region around the 
stem end becomes hard, glossy and 
either whitish or yellowish in color. 
It may extend one-fourth to one- 
third of the way around the tom ato. 
When cut. the wall of the tom ato 
appears whitish and 
m a y 
have 
brownish streaks in it. This por­ 
tion of the tom ato is inedible. 
We believe this is a form of the 
tom ato mosiac virus. It is a p p a r­ 
ently a direct infection of the blos­ 
som 
with 
the 
virus. 
In 
g reen ­ 
house experiment* here at the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri we have pro­ 
duced the sym ptom s by infecting 
the blossoms with tobacco m osaic. 
Environm ental 
conditions 
also 
play a part. Moisture, light, te m ­ 
perature. andd fertilizers m a y also 
be associated with this disorder, 
but probably only determ ine the 
degree of dam ag e after the infec­ 
tion has taken place.

When D oes Defoliation Pay? 
It pays when yields are high and 
plants a re tall, leafy and succu- 
lant. When this condition exists, de­ 
foliants properly applied will aid 
m aterially in m echanical h arv est­ 
ing. A well defoliated field will per­ 
mit starting the picker earlier in j 
the m orning and a m ore efficient, 
cleaner job of harvesting with less 
green stain. 
Defoliation 
is not profitable if 
d ry w eather has resulted in much 
natural leaf drop and if rem aining 
leaves a r e tough and low in rqois- , 
ture content. Also, it m a y not pay 
when the crop is so late in m a tu r­ 
ity that low te m p eratu res will re­ 
sult in poor defoliation or frost will 
kill the leaves. This could be the 
condition this y ear if we get late 
su m m e r and fall rams. 
If this is the ca>e, bottom defolia­ 
tion m a y be an im portant practice. 
Bottom defolaton would ceduce bol 
rot, permit, harvesting of the lower 
bolls and the m aturing of the top 
bolls. By the tim e th a t the bot­ 
tom crop is harvested m other n a ­ 
ture m a y take care of the upuer 
leaves and another defoliation may 
not be necessary. 
Bottom Defoliation 
Should be well timed to prevent 
boll rot, considerable d am a g e to 
the fiber from boll rot can occur 
within four to six d ays after boll 
rot org anism s becom e active.
